Arriving in this country by vari- 
ous routes, the parish was at length 
reassembled and began the trek 
westward, for they were in search 
of fertile farmlands. They settled 
in Iowa and established the town 
of Pella some 50 miles distant from 
Des Moines. This was in 1847. 
The Rev. Hendrick Peter Scholte 
was a practical man and an excel- 
lent organizer as well as a spiritual 
leader. The community soon pros- 
pered. 

Some years later a young man by 
the name of John Nollen added his 
talents to the group. Like the

founder he was a man of unusual 
cultural attainments. He had been 
a teacher in Holland after complet- 
ing his university career, and his 
not unnatural choice of profession, 
upon coming to live in Pella, was 
that of journalism. His first in a 
series of important undertakings 
was the editorship of the Pella 
Gazette. 

John Nollen married Johanna 
Scholte, the daughter of Hendrick 
Peter, and the Nollens of insurance 
fame are offspring of the union. 

The young Nollens were indeed 
fortunate in their choice of a 
father. John Nollen was a many- 
sided man equally accomplished in 
the arts, the sciences and the prac- 
tical ways of business. He became 
manager of the Pella National 
Bank and a pioneer in the mortgage 
loan business of the state. A mathe- 
matician of uncommon ability he 
earned a reputation as one of 
lowa’s first financiers. None of 
these achievements, however, were 
apparently won at the sacrifice of 
his interest in things of the spirit. 

Throughout his lifetime he was 

zealous student of the classics 
he read easily in Greek and Latin 

and kept continually abreast of 
he books of his times. Nor was 
his attention to literature apprecia- 
tive only. Many were his contribu- 
tions to the creative literature of

the country and period. A poem 
from his pen, “The Spectre of the 
Brocken,” records the history of 
the movement in which his family 
piayed such a great part. 

It was thus a rich heritage 
which John Nollen had to bestow on 
his children, none of whom were in- 
sensible to the blessing. To their 
formal schooling was added the 
priceless tutelage of their father, 
and their subsequent careers are 
eloquent echoes of his genius. 
Henry, as president of the Equi- 
table Life of Iowa and Gerard, as 












president of the Bankers Life of 
Des Moines, established themselves 
not only as business captains of the 
first rank but as social servants ot 
distinction. A third brother, John, 
is president of Grinnell College. The 
two daughters, Hannah and Sarah 
established their own private school 
and later went abroad to become 
professors in Anatola, Turkey. 
Henry Scholte Nollen was born 
in Pella in 1866. He graduated in 
1885 from Central University in 
Pella with the degree of Bachelor

Fire prevention in America is prac- 
tically the child of the National 
Board. It sponsors and supports Fire 
Prevention Week and the expendi- 
tures of its publicity department are 
largely for the furtherance of that 
cause. Reporting, typically, on its 
work for 1934, the committee on fire 
prevention and engineering standards 
stated that “‘the activities of the com- 
mittee have resulted in improvements 
in the fire fighting facilities of cities, 
that water supplies are more adequate 
and distribution systems strengthened, 
that fire department equipment has 
been greatly improved and more ef- 
fectively used, that fire alarm systems 
give more efficient service, and that 
the preparation and distribution of 
suggested regulations covering the in- 
stallation and use of hazardous and 
protective devices have lessened the 
fire hazards.” 

Along with the fire prevention com- 
mittee are two other National Board 
units whose services to the public are 
outstanding. These are the commit- 
tee on the construction of public 
buildings, through whose efforts the 
now universally followed suilding 
Code was developed and set up as a 
standard, and the committee on arson 
and incendiarism. The latter commit- 
tee in its 1935 report noted less arson 
and more prosecutions. The decrease 
in this form of crime is attributable, 
in large part, to the brilliant tactics 
of the National Board’s arson squad. 
It was also reported that the Model 
Arson Law is now being used by 34 
states. 

The history of the National Board 
stretches back 70 years and during 
that time its contribution to the eco- 
nomic and social welfare of the Amer- 
ican people has never, in the words of 
Past-President Koop,

HE theme selected for this Twenty-ninth Annual 

Meeting of our Association is “Life Insurance—a 

Stewardship for One-Hundred Million Americans.” 
It is especially timely inasmuch as it bears upon the state 
of the public mind in relation to current economic 
problems by emphasizing the importance of the institu- 
tion of life insurance in our American life. 

A dominant note in current public discussion is con 
cern about security, both in the opportunity for procur- 
ing a livelihood and in finding a safe refuge for savings. 

The widespread longing for assurance of a livelihood 
gives occasion for the propounding of many theories in 
social economics, but in most of them the main emphasis 
is put on that lesser portion of our population which, by 
reason of personal limitations, must be dependent upon 
some form of assistance for support. It is evident that 
the solution of this problem involves reliance upon the 
productive capacity of the large, able portion of our 
people. The welfare of any dependent class rests wholly 
upon the productive group who, in addition to caring for 
themselves, have a surplus out of which the needs of 
others are supplied. This principle has long been pro- 
mulgated and is now firmly established through the 
medium of the institution of life insurance. 


THREE-FOURTHS OF THE POPULATION 


Our theme does not propound a theory but is a state- 
ment of a significant fact which has an important bear- 
ing upon the pressing problem of our social and eco- 
nomic welfare. 

Persons in the United States who hold one or more 
life insurance policies number approximately 63,000,- 
000; those in Canada about 4,000,000. Taking into ac- 
count beneficiaries of these policyholders, with allowance 
for overlapping, we may estimate the aggregate number 
of individuals protected by life insurance in the United 
States and Canada at 100,000,000. 

In spite of economic conditions which have caused 
serious concern within recent years, what an impressive 
fact that 128,000,000 life insurance policies in force 
represent that number of accounts in which savings are 
being steadily accumulated through periodical install- 
ments varying in amounts but many of them as small as 
5 cents a week. But the value of these savings is greatly

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enhanced by the provision for indemnity, which is a 
fundamental distinguishing feature of life insurance 
and supplies a systematic method of sharing burdens 
and distributing wealth. These policies include the or- 
dinary life, industrial and group branches of the busi- 
nes, all of which are evidence of the thrift of 67,000,000 
individuals who, because of this medium for savings and 
protection, look forward with greater confidence that 
their future needs and those of their dependents will be 
covered. Thus a major part of our American citizenry 
is giving practical effect to their faith in self-reliance 
and thrift as sound principles in human conduct and 
thereby form a self-respecting group of units who con- 
tribute to the maintenance of a wholesome social order. 

Stewardship implies confidence of individuals who 
rely upon it, as well as the faithful care of their proper- 
ty. In its best sense it can only be defined through a 
high standard in practical application. 

Many years ago, in discussing the character and quali- 
fications of a prominent banker with whom I had been 
closely associated, a well-to-do attorney paid him this 
tribute: “I have such confidence in his integrity and 
good judgment that I would leave every bit of my prop- 
erty in his hands without the scratch of a pen and know 
that it would be cared for and turned over to the proper 
heirs in due time.” This tribute is, I submit, a fair 
illustration of the high character of stewardship which 
has been rendered by the life insurance companies. 

The practical meaning of this outstanding steward- 
ship is best revealed through the statistics of accom- 
plishment, but before submitting them I desire to 
acknowledge our indebtedness to the companies, both 
member and non-member, for their generosity in con- 
tributing figures which have made these data possible. 


BENEFICIARIES GET $2,600,000,000 

Each year since 1929 life insurance has sent directly 
into the nation’s homes amounts ranging from two and 
a quarter billion to over three billion dollars. By the 
end of this month, United States legal reserve life in- 
surance companies will have disbursed during 1935 to 
policyholders and their beneficiaries approximately $2,- 
600,000,000. This huge sum represents death payments, 
matured endowments, annuities, dividends, surrender 
values, and disability benefits. Of this amount, $1,700,- 
000,000 goes to living policyholders and the remaining 
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$96,000,000 to beneficiaries of deceased policyholders. 
Th: se figures for the current year are estimated from 
agyregate records for the first ten months of the year 
of forty-nine companies which last year paid over 92 
per cent of the amount disbursed by all legal reserve 
coripanies in the United States. The aggregate of such 
disbursements by the life insurance companies for the 
six-year period beginning with 1930 will considerably 
exceed $16,000,000,000. This vast amount served in 
large part to prevent want and relieve distress. Many 
policyholders resorted to their life insurance savings as 
their sole means of support. No other assumption is 
possible but that these widely distributed payments con- 
tributed materially to human welfare and to the lessen- 
ing of dependency throughout the nation at a time when 
this problem was uppermost. Without this aid our 
country would have faced a more serious crisis, the 
consequences of which no one can vision. 

In this connection a most significant fact is that life 
insurance is administered largely on behalf of persons 
of moderate means, inasmuch as the average coverage 
per policyholder is about $1,600. The smallness of 
amount, however, is no index of the importance of pos- 
sessing a life insurance policy. The family whose in- 
come provider is insured for even a small amount dwells 
in a realm infinitely far removed from that of the family 
which, lacking this assurance of security, is faced with 
the problem of requiring public or private charity in 
case of the death of its head. 


USES OF INSURANCE PAYMENTS 

In many cases policyholders are able to carry enough 
protection to insure an income for their dependents over 
an extended period of time, to complete the education 01 
children, to pay off home mortgages, or to accomplish 
numerous other important purposes, including the pro- 
vision of retirement income for themselves when their 
own economic productivity is reduced or exhausted. 

Another enlightening item in the account of life 
insurance stewardship is reflected in the volume of in- 
surance and its current extension throughout our coun- 
try. During 1935 Americans purchased approximatel) 
$14,500,000,000 of new life insurance protection from 
United States legal reserve companies. This is 1.5 per 
cent more than in 1934 and is a notable extension of the 
scope of life insurance stewardship. Its complete extent 
is shown in the total volume of insurance in force, which 
continued to expand well into the depression and, after 
a relatively brief period of slackening, has once more 
resumed an upward trend. Again it has passed the 
hundred billion mark. At the end 
of this year it will reach approxi- 
mately $101,000,000,000. 

This report of new business and 
insurance in force is based upon 
the actual records for the first ten 
months and individual estimates 
for the remainder of the year by 
204 companies which had about 98 
per cent of the total life insurance 
outstanding in all United States 
legal reserve companies at the be- 
ginning of this year. 

There is yet another phase of 
this stewardship we may consider— 
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viz., the character and method of the organization which 
performs so great a task. The distribution of vast sums 
involves a multitude of transactions of which it is dif- 
ficult to grasp the import. When we consider that the 
life companies’ payments form a steady flow of funds 
to several millions of policyholders and beneficiaries, 
each item being promptly sent and to the proper person 
at the proper time and unostentatiously as a natural 
automatic performance of duty, we must pay a tribute 
of praise to the efficiency of such stewardship, and this 
is but a part of the systematic conduct of its business. 
The high quality of administration is markedly re- 
flected in the demands upon it, not only for the conser- 
vation of savings but in their use to produce an incre- 
ment required to supply funds for future obligations. 
It is in the latter function that the institution has met 
the responsibilities imposed upon it with unusuai 


success. 


HE financial stability of life insurance during recent 

years of economic tribulation was the result of the 
steady development and constant application over long 
decades of the soundest possible principles of company 
operation. As a sound policy of investment, security of 
the principal is a prime consideration and speculative 
factors are shunned. Furthermore, there must be a 
proper balance in availability of investments with re- 
gard to the timely meeting of all obligations to policy- 
holders and beneficiaries. These obligations are not 
elastic, but must be promptly met in full when due. In 
this regard the companies have also made a notabk 
record in spite of the most trying days of economic 
stress. This will continue to be a basic function in life 
insurance stewardship. 

In addition to this readiness to meet obligations, a 
wise policy of investment of funds is required to insure 
safety of principal while realizing sufficient earnings for 
meeting future contractual obligations. This responsi- 
bility of stewardship becomes more exacting as economic 
‘onditions change and calls for good judgment and 
foresight. The soundness of the business as a whole is 
proof that its executives have faithfully functioned as 
wise stewards in guarding the interests of policyholders 
and beneficiaries. Its reward is manifest in growing 
public confidence in the security which the institution 
affords. 

An important function of stewardship lies in its 
contact with the public. Here the agency force is a 
loval cooperative medium. The agent is the contact 
which life insurance has with the millions of Americans

Other problems talked about in- 
cluded the difficulties of writing group 
insurance on a level premium basis as 
contrasted with the one-year term 
plan, and the question of writing 
group insurance for trade unions, a 
class of business which eventually, it 
was thought, will drift to the Union 
Labor Life. The group also discussed 
insurance on political groups and the 
problems arising from_ long-estab- 
lished policies where disability pro- 
visions were in effect. Altogether, this 
round table had one of the most inter- 
esting and stimulating sessions of the 
entire gathering. 

The idea of establishing an indus- 
trial sales research bureau as an ad- 
junct of the A. L. C. has long been 
advocated by J. F. Maine, of the Lon- 
don Life, who acted as chairman last 
year for the industrial section. A 
committee has been appointed to study 
the possibilities and the cost and make 
definite recommendations to the con- 
vention. 

There is a definite need for special- 
ized research in the industrial field 
and as it is not believed that the Life 
Insurance Sales Research Bureau is 
interested in adding on this branch 
of the business to its regime, many in-

Gerard Scholte Nollen was born 
in Pella in 1880 and graduated 
from Grinnell College in 1902 with 
the degree of Bachelor of Philoso- 
phy. First going with the Bankers 
Life of Des Moines immediately 
upon finishing his schooling, he 
later joined the Royal Mutual Life 
of Des Moines and then became con- 
nected with the Equitable Life of 
Des Moines. With that company 
he remained until 1912 when he re- 
joined the Bankers Life as actuary. 

In 1913 he was made a director 
of the Bankers Life and became 
secretary in the same year. His 
election to the vice-presidency came 
in 1919 and in 1926 he was elected 
president. For many years he was 
an executive committeeman of the 
American Life convention and at 


its annual convention in October of 
this vear was elected to the presi- 
dency. In the speech of nomina- 
tion it was said of him: “He is on 
of the foremost citizens of Iowa. 
He has welded together a_ real 
official family in his company. He 
is a good business executive, a 
good friend and a great insurance 
man.” Like his brother he is active 
in a number of civic enterprises 
in the city of Des Moines. 

The Nollen brothers have much 
in common and there are many 
marked similarities in their busi- 
ness methods. A study of the two 
companies they head, with partic- 
ular attention to investments, ex- 
penses and operating methods, 
seems to reflect the common phil- 
osophy and approach that might 
be expected from two kinsmen of 
their heritage and training. 

The Nollens might be described 
as rugged individuals with the co- 
operative urge. They have the 
exactness of mathematicians tem- 
pered by the broadening cultural 
influences of music, literature and 
art, and backed by strong religious 
impulses.
